MUS Problems Solved 
During SEC Meeting 



The MUS question was finally 
settled at a meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council Tuesday 
Night. 

The resolution passed at the 
meeting was a result of the re- 
commendations of the Senate 
committee which was set up to 
investigate the situation, and a 
committee of the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council. The final deci- 
sion was that MUS would submit 
a budget to the SEC in the spring 
of each year, and sixty percent of 
the budget approved by the 
Council would be granted at the 
time. 

It was agreed that the amount 
granted annually by the Coun-

cii to MUS for approved items 
would be approximately eleven 
hundred dollars. This sum would 
not include the grants provided 
for the Lyman Duff Memorial 
lectures. Instead the subsidies 
for these lectures would be 
granted for three years at a 
time to allow sufficient arran- 
gements to be made so that first 
rate speakers could be secured. 

The MUS settlement is actually 
a compromise; MUS is receiving 
the money, ($5.00 per student 
from the SEC), which they were 
asking for earlier in the year, 
while at the same time the Stu-

dents' Executive Council retains 
complete control of all its funds. 

The settlement has now been 
accepted by the MUS Executive 
and the SEC; it must still receive 
the sanction of the Senate before 
the issue can be considered com- 
pletely closed. 

Poster Policy 

A definite policy concerning 
the SEC Poster Press which was 
recently installed was agreed upon 
by the Council. The recommend- 
ations of the Council committee 
were that those clubs and organ- 
izations who receive grants from 
the SEC and are allowed fifteen 
dollars for publicity would be 
given first preference and' the 
cheapest rates; the order of pre- 
ference will be progressively lower 
while the price rises slightly prog- 
ressively for those organizations 
which receive grants from the 
SEC but do not have a publicity 
allowance of fifteen dollars, those 
clubs and organizations which do 
not receive SEC grants, and finally 
private individuals. , 

It was also decided by the 
Council that it would be advisable 
to elect the second Engineering 
member to the SEC as soon as 
possible. Therefore arrangements 
will be made to have a by-elec- 
tion on or about the seventh of 
March. 



EDUCATION IS ANSWER TO 
IMMORALITY AND CORRUPTION

Ballots marked in favour of C.A.L. candidates in the last Mont- 
real civic election were removed from their ballot boxes, despite 
the fact that the ballot boxes were resting in a vault at the City 
Police Station and had two policemen guarding them. Yet there 
was no probe. 

So said cx-Mavor Jean Drapeau 
last night at Rcdpath Hall, wnere 
he chaired a discussion on "Public 
Immorality in Quebec." He was 
replying to a request from Marvin 
Gameroff, B.C.L. 3, for concrete 
evidence of immorality in Quebec. 

Also on the panel were two 
U. of M. representatives, Gilles 
Duguay and Jean-Guy Frcdette, 
and Yves Fortier of McGill, re- 
cent winner of a Rhodes scho- 
larship. 

Force Needed 

With the exception of Game- 
roff, the panelists felt that the 
answer to political immorality and 
corruption is education. Gameroff 
stated that force was needed to 
fight force. 

The method he recommended 
was a dramatic appeal to the pu- 



blic's emotions, brought about 
through police and court action. 
He admitted that this was an in- 
direct method of educating the 

Eublic, but that generally, the pu- 
lic was "a stupid person." 

Press Timid 

"Duplessis is an educated man, 
possibly too educated," was Ga- 
mcroff's reply to the so-called 
panacea of education. 

He also noted that the English 
press in the Province of Quebec 
is very quick on the editorial up- 
take should the Federal or Civic 
Governments be a cause of anger, 
and yet, when the issue involves 
the Provincial Government, the 
editors are wont to "timidly sug- 
gest" that possibly the Govern- 
ment was ' misinformed."

Donolo also quashed rumours 



emanating from Laval about 
proposed student action, saying 
they were "premature". 

He then went on to outline the 
situation as it stands at present. 
Early in November, he said, 
presidents of Quebec's six univer- 
sities had met to discuss matters 
of pertinent interest to students. 
Since then meetings have been 
held on an average of once a 
month'. 

Brief Prepared 

In the course of their discus- 
sions, the presidents expressed 
special interest in the financial 
plight of this province's univer- 
sities. Each president, in conjunc- 
tion with his students' council, 
prepared a brief, to be submitted 
to Mr. Duplessis. 

The briefs were then incorpor- 
ated into one report which was 
to be officially presented to the 
Premier on the occasion of a 
meeting between the presidents 
and Mr. Duplessis. 

Letters to . the Premier were 
sent on both January 8 and Feb- 
ruary 11 by Sévcrin Lachapelle, 
Laval Students' Asociation Presi- 
dent, who is acting as official 
spokesman for the student presi- 
dents. 



Text of Letter 

Mr. Premier, 

In reference to our letter of 
8 January we are respectfully 
reiterating our demand for an 
interview in order to submit 
you a brief relative to the fi- 
nancial problems of university 
students. 

We are asking for this meet- 
ing in the name of the 21,000 
university students of Quebec, 
representing the Universities of 
McGill, Montreal, Sir George 
Williams, Bishop's, Sherbrooke, 
and Laval. 

If it is convenient, we would 
like to suggest that this meet- 
ing take place Thursday, 20 
February, a date which would 
facilitate the coming to Que- 
bec of the presidents of the stu- 
dents' Councils. 

You will find enclosed a copy 
of the brief which we would 
like to present to you officially. 

We hope that it will be pos- 
sible to give us this interview. 
Please accept, Mr. Premier, the 
expression of our best wishes. 
Respectfully, 
Scvcrin Lachapelle, 
President. 



The last letter asked for an 
interview on February 20 with 
the Premier. As With previous 
letters, Mr. Duplessis showed 
complete discourtesy and did not 
even answer the communication. 
Accompanying this last message 
to the Premier was the students' 
brief. 

Donolo indicated that last 
weekend the presidents had again 
met, and since no answer from 
Mr. Duplessis had been received 
at that time, they had unanimously 
agreed to ask their respective 
councils to support some sort of 
positive student action. 

News Conference 

He emphasized that news in 
the regard of student action which 
leaked out early yesterday was 
"premature". No decision as to 
a course of action has been made 
at this time. 

In a communiqué to the press, 
seven student association pres- 
idents representing McGill, Mon- 
treal, Sir George Williams (day 
and night schools), Laval, Bishop's 
and Sherbrooke Universities late 
yesterday substantiated Donolo's 
statement. They also stated that 
news of any student action would 
be released at an official news 
conference to be held in the near 
next week.

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Editorials 

Enough Is Enough 

While everyone across Canada these days are speaking 
in terms of cooperation and demanding urgent action to 
help solve the nation's education problem the only words 
one hears from Quebec is the inevitable veto on federal- 
provincial cooperation. One striking and arrogant example 
of this was yesterday's announcement by the Quebec pre- 
mier which served what must have been his deliberate pur- 
pose to dampen the hopeful atmosphere of the Ottawa con- 
ference. Repeating his old' spiel of legalistic niceties, the 
High Priest of isolationism showed his willingness to sa- 
crifice education at the altar of autonomy by advising uni- 
versities to quit having "delusions of grandeur". 

The autocratic manner in which this province is run 
is old stuff to Quebecers. Whether this should continue to 
be the type of government is up to the citizens. Public opi- 
nion if sufficiently aroused can be the crucial factor and 
there are signs that politically conscious groups like Ras- 
semblement and the Civic Action League are out to arouse 
the public conscience. There is an opportunity right now 
for students to make a contribution in this direction. Re- 
cently the combined student bodies of the Quebec univer- 
sities submitted a brief to M. Duplessis on the question 
of increased aid to universities and also requested an au- 
dience. They did not get an audience and were not even 
granted the courtesy of an acknowledgement. There are 
many stories of the arrant neglect, of the premier and bla- 
tant refusals to countenance projects which do not meet 
his pleasure. This refusal of even elementary courtesy, this 
lack of fair play and justice need not be swallowed as yet 
another bitter potion by our student bodies. If there is any 
sense of hurt, of being robbed of a birthright to democratic 
consideration then the students of this province ought to 
find some means, of letting both M. le premier and the vo- 
ters know of this injustice. .

Teachers Review 
Money Problems 

By 1965 the total cost of education 
in Canada will be $2,250,000,000, al- 
most double the present astronomical 
figures of $1,000,000,000. . 

This was the prospect set before 
delegates to the Canadian Conference 
on Education by Dr. J.D. Ayers, re- 
search director of the Canadian 
Teachers' Federation, speaker at a sec- 
tional meeting on "financing educa- 
tion." 

Total expenditure at all levels — 
elementary, secondary, private and 
higher education — increased from 
$341.000,000 in 1947 to $989,000,- 
000 last year, an average annual in 
crease, Dr. Ayers pointed out, of 12 
per cent. 

PROPORTIONAL CHANGE 

Where docs the money go? Dr. 
Ayers said that about 78 per cent of 
the total is for public elementary and 
secondary schools, about 16 per cent 
for higher education, and six per cent 
for other education. 

Dr. Claude T. Dissell, president-de- 
signate of the U. of T. discussed the find- 
ing of the money for the university's 
share in education. He encountered op- 
position for a suggestion that universi- 
ties reassess students' fees realistically — 
even tripling them — and look to gov- 
ernment scholarship-loan funds to help 
under-graduatcs meet them. Many 
delegates said the trend should be 
towards freeing students of cost alto- 
gether, as at the high school level. 

There was general agreement that 
student aid now is not adequate, but 
if increased without more money for 
universities it would only heighten 
the institutions' own difficulties. Addi- 
tions to buildings, equipment and 
staff would be precipitated, which the 
universities were not able to afford. 

The current unemployment situa- 
tion was exepcted to affect student 
summer job placement this year. Stu- 
dents last year earned $60,000,000 
through summer work, $27,000,000 of 
it going directly toward university ex- 
penses. About 88 "per cent had such 
work. 

WARNING NOTE 

A warning note was sounded in 
respect to Federal aid for the schools 
by Dean M. E. Lazcrte of the faculty 
of education, University of Manitoba. 

Dean Lazertc told delegates frank- 
ly : "wc need a lot more money for 
education to carry out important re- 
medial measures within each province. 
There arc gross inequalities of cdu-

cational. opportunity within provinces. 

"I say our first task is to explore 
ail possibilities for raising additional 
funds, for the carrying out of an 
equalization program, at the municipal 
level first. Then, if there is not suffi- 
cient money at the municipal level, 
let us look to the provinces where, 
under terms of the British North 
America Act, the responsibility for 
education rests. 

'Then, and then only after we have 
failed to obtain the necessary funds 
at the municipal and provincial levels 
to do the job we should be doing, 
should we look to Ottawa' for funds. 
HIGHER STANDARDS 

Prof. David Munroe, director of the 
McGill University institute of educa- 
tion and chairman of the education 
conference's section on "teachers — 
quantity and quality," went on record 
at the close of yesterday's sessions as 
being in favor of raising teacher train- 
ing requirements. 

Experience has shown such a move 
actually tends to attract candidates to 
the teaching profession, and keeps 
them longer, he noted. 

"What we need is to attract a great 
many more suitable candidates into 
the teaching profession. I believe this 
will best be achieved by raising stand- 
ards and salaries at the same time."

Immorality... 

Jean-Guy Fredctte said that capital 
should mind its own business and not 
dictate to the government. Gilles Du- 
guay concurred, and stated that when 
these interests arc "chased out", wc 
will have "government for the people 
and by the people." 

Yves Fortier said that "Batiste may 
be easily swayed," but "The papers 
should teach people that politics do 
not have to be immoral." 

Mr. Drapeau expressed worry that 
the voting public had "lost faith" 
in their political system. He strongly 
stressed that the difference in the re- 
sults of an election may well rest 
with only five per cent of the 50 
per cent of voters who do not turn 
out on election day. 

In an interview with the Daily, Mr. 
Drapeau said that one of the present 
aims of the C.A.L. • was to "restore 
faith in politics" in the public by 
educating them. 

The ex-Mayor pointed out that 
people must be made to realize that 
there is no direct harm done when 
a man places a $2.00 bet on a horse 
in illegal premises. The danger lies 
inevitably in the fact that the re- 
ceiver of the bet must pay someone 
to protect his illegal enterprise from 
prosecution.
